Then he explained to the manager the 
arrangement which bad been made, 
thinking possibly Mr. Childs might 
have drawn upon him for four or five 
thousand dollars.

the manager produced a bill of $47,- 
600 for six months' donations.

It is not too much to lay that Mon- 


signor Satolli's official judgment, sus- 
taining the ruling of Bishop Walter- 
son, of Columbus, Ohio, in regard to 
liquor dealers, will mark an epoch in 
tbe hiitory of American Catholism. 
Tbe facti that led up to it are briefly 
these: During (.he last Lenten season 
Bilbop Watte rson issued a pastoral 
letter, suspending every Catholic so- 
ciety in his diocese that bad a liquor 
dealer or saloon keeper as an officer 
until it ceased to be B.> officered. He 
also declared that he would decline to 
approve any new society that admitted 
to membership any one who was en- 
gaged, either as principal or agent, in 
tbe manufacture or sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, and instructed the priests 
of hii dinc«sM ia rnfiitinlmolution tn 
any Catholic liquor dealers who "carry 
on their business in a forbidden or 
disedifying way, or sell on Sundays, 
either openly or under any sort of 
guise or disguise, in violation of civil 
law, and to the hurt of the order and 
religion, and the scandal of any part 
of the community." 
This ruling at 


once excited great opposition in the 
diocese, and one of tbe societies 
affected appealed to the Apostolic 
Delegate, who has sustained it in full, 
declaring that he approves of the 
"regulation concerning saloons, and 
the expulsion of saloon keepers from 
membership in Catholic societies." 


While this sweeping decision im- 


mediately concerns Only the diocese of 
Colttttfeiu, tt 1« vitally Interesting to 
every diocese in tbe American Cath- 
olic Church; for it is given by a man 
who is the accredited representative 
of the Pope. And even if individual 
bishops do not at once see fit to en- 
force it in their own dioceses, they 
will ultimately be compelled to do so. 
It is incredible to suppose that what 
the mouthpiece of the Pope officially' 
declares to be an ecclesiastical offence 
in one diocese shall continue to be al- 
lowable in every other diocese. Such 
an anomaly might be possible in a 
loosely organized Protestant Church, 
but not in tbe Church of Rome. To 
•U intents and purposes, tberefote, 
Monsignor Satolli's judgment may be 
taken as defining the attitude of that 


:. ««ar«i<i hv the Pope, of which 
there is little likelihood. 
The atti- 


tude is one of uncompromising con- 
demnation. Not only saloon keepers, 
but manufacturers and sellers of in- 
toxicating liquors, as well as those in 
any way connected with the business, 
Are debarred from membership in 
Catholic societies. If, as the language 
teems to imply, this includes not 
merely the keeper of tbe ordinary 
"ginmill," but the proprietors of gilt- 
edged grocery stores, and their sales- 
men who sell wines and liquors, the 
ruling will produce 
a tremendous 


revolution in the Church. If it is 
strictly enforced, it will place the 
American Catholic Church in the van 
of temperance reform, and draw to it 
tbe sympathy of many temperance 
workers, who do not ordinarily see 
much to commend in the Roman 
communion.

How Postage Stamps Are Made, 


Every part of postage-stamp mak- 


ing is done by band. The designs are 
engraved on steel—200 stamps on a 
single plate. These plates are inked 
by two men, and then are printed by a 
girl and a man on a large band press. 
They are dried as fast as printed, and 
then gummed with a starch piste made 
from potatoes. This paste is dried by 
placing the sheet in a steam fanning 
macKiue, and then the stamps are 
subjected to a pressure of 2000 tons in 
a hydraulic press. Next the sheets 
are cut so that each one contains 100 


the stamps is perforated, and, after 
being pressed, the sheets are taken 
away.

To Restrain Immigration. 


Beginning more than thirty years 


ogo, Congress from time to time and 
in a timid way has been endeavoring 
to put a little check on the torrents ot 
immigration that were pouring into 
this country from across either ocean. 
The complaint of the Pacific Coast 
people against the Chinese led tolegis- 
btion in 1862 and 1869 prohibiting 
I he coolie trade. As these aces had 
no appreciable effect on the importa- 
I ion of Chinese Congress in 1875 for- 
bade the bringing to this country of 
uny subjects of China and Japan with- 
out their full and free consent. It also 
forbade 
under penalties importing 


women for immoral purposes and pro- 
hibited the landing here of convicted 
criminals whose sentences had been 
ramittod oo tho condition uf 
tlipir 


emigration. 


Successive acts have undertaken to 


dose our ports absolutely to the Chi- 
nese, to laborers brought here under 
contract, to criminals and paupers. 
The last act of Congress which aims to 
exclude objectionable classes in addi- 
;ion to the Chinese and 
contract 


laborers 
defines 
these 
prohibited 


persons as "all idiots, insane persons, 
idupers or persons likely to become a 
jublic charge; persons suffering from 
i loathsome or a dangerous contagious 
disease , persons who have been con- 
victed of a felony or other infamous 
iritne or misdemeanor involving moral 
turpitude, and all polyamists." 
All 


these classes are certainly undesirable 
additions to the population. Most of 
them prey upon the community while 
free, and sooner or 
later become 


inmates of jails, poorhouses or asylums, 
which owes ffienf fioTOffig " THBpWIJJtrt 
co He ncj»t «««. _:«h g,aat strictness. 
and the bill of Congressman William 
A. Stone, of this State, which passed 
the House last Friday, if it becomes a 
law, will aid very greatly in accom- 
plishing this greatly desired result. 


Now eveiy applicant gets in who is 


not found, on examination by the im- 
migration inspectors, to come witbm 
the prohibited clause. They are here 
right at our doors before tbe inquiry 
as to their fitness is made, and it takes 
a strong and very clear case to war- 
rant compelling the steamship com- 
panies to return them to the ports of 
embarkation. 
Congressman Stone's 


bill changes this by making intending 
immigrants prove their fitness while 
still on the other side of tbe ocean, 
and secure a certificate from an auth- 
orized agent of the United States in 
Europe that they do not belong to any 
of the prohibited classes. This pro- 
vision of the law intelligently and 
faithfully executed will keep out all 
the worst applicants for immigrants 
much more surely and effectively than 
an examination in an American port 


Registered Architects. 


In Philadelphia a proposition is 


being discussed as to the desirability 
of requiring plans for buildings to be 
signed in every case by an engineer_or 
architect whose attainments and train- 
ing have been tested by an examina- 
tion. In other, words, it is proposed 
to apply to architects a regulation 
such as is already in force in maoy 
cities as to plumbers. Physicians are 
not allowed to practice until they have 
given proof to the proper authorities 
of their qualifications. 
Certainly it is 


quite as important to have public as- 
surance that the men who plan and 
build tbe homes for tbe people are 
masters of their profession. 
Tt Is not 


likely that any qualified architect and 
builder would seriously object to such 
a law. It would help to discourage 
the construction of cheap and dan- 
gerous buildings by fixing responsi- 
bility.—Washington Star.

BIRDS THAT AKE REAL AIDS TO FARM- 


ERS AND GARDENERS. 


lUo Ilurm Ttoey Do 1» Small Compared to 


tho Good Tlicy Arcomplltth — Kvrn tho 
Much AI>u»ci! Il»wU und Owl Krndrr 
Valuable Sen lie und Do Silent Harm. 


"No decent person who knows tho 


value of birds that ting, whether thoir 
notes'bo harsh or ewoot voiced, will 
ever kill a singing bird," said a natu- 
ralist 
"Thousands of birds that are of 


inestimable value to tho farmer iis well 
as to tho town dweller who grows fruit 
or keeps a garden are slaughtered ruth- 
lessly every yoar. 


"Tho farmer, tho gardenor and tho 


fruit grower should know more about 
tho birds that nest and sing and Hit 
about thoir prcmiKca, for then they 
•would defend and protect them and in 
timo have thorn back in something like 
their old time numbers and variety. 
llow often nowadays does 0110 see tho 
saucy, rich voiced, nervous Httlo wren 
A few years ago it was seen and hoard 
uverywhero, but it must bo a favored lo- 
cality that it visits now. Yet the little 
tho pestiferous and destructive cutworm 
of tho gardens and did groat work to- 
ward lessoning tho damage done by tho 
peat of tho soil. Tho bright little bluo 
bird clears tho air and tho ground ol 
thousands of ccxllin moths and canker- 
worms during a season. 


"Tho orow blackbird has no peace at 


tho hands of man, yet a flock of them 
ill a shoit time will clear a newly plant- 
ed field of all its hosts of destructive 
larvio that tho plow turns up. The groat 
American crow itself would do tho tamo 
thing if it wasn't for tho inevitable man 
with a gun that jnst wants tho crow 
to try it once. Neither tho blackbird 
nor tho crow cares ns much for corn aa 
it does for grubs, and if fanners woult 
scatter corn about their fields instead of 
putting up scarecrows and the like those 
misunderstood birds would never pull 
up a hill of his planting. Tho chances 
are anyhow that if the agricultarist will 
take tho trouble to examine a hill of 
young corn that ho charges tho crow 
with pulling up ho will find that it was 
oiifc off Ly a grub of Homo kind, nncl that 
tho prow was simply mining for the 
grub, not tho corn. 


"Tho robin, it cannot bo denied, is a 


sore trial to tho man who has fruit 
trees and bushes, but if he could only 
bring himself to stop and think how 
many thousands of ravaging insects that 
are tho especial enemies of his trees and 
bushes that tho robin destroys, both be- 
fore tho fruit has ripened and for weeks 
after it is gone, ho would not begrudge 
tho bird tho few quarts of cherries or 
berries that it levies on ns partial satis- 
faction of tho debt tho grower owes 
him. Tho saino may bo said of tho other 
nrushos—for tho robin is a thrush— 
tho cherry birds, orioles, blue jays and 
many other birds of that class.

Flight of the Frigate Bird.

As a gen- 
eral tiling, salty things taste best to tho 
ooiivalesi out. 
A weak bouillon, rather 


salt, or n bit of nice, sweet ham, with 
some butter toast tasting of tho salty 
butter, n soft boiled of;g wc'l salted, a 
slice of nico bacon, with dry toast—all 
those will bo oaten by a sick person who 
would not want to touch them if well. 
One prime requisite in catering to siek 
people is to be naat about it and servo 
things daintily. Tho tray should be 
spread with an immaculate white cloth, 
and tho cup, saucer, plato and other 
dishes should bo of a. smaller sizo than 
is used when one is in health. Tho 
things s< rved should bo perfectly fresh 
and serv< d in tmall quantity. It fairly 
turns u S3 ok person's MtotnncH to Juivo n 
great pili of stuff set boi'oro him, anc 
all clesiri'to eat flees where there is a 
meal that would servo for the dinner ol 
a harvest hand plumped ciown in front 
of him, with tho injunction to "cat ii 
all and got some flesh on his bones. 
Try to mako the viands attractive by 
garnishing with fresh grcon tilings, i) 
possible. 
If catering to little children, 


try to get a prettily decorated china sel 
for tho meals. I havo known children to 
eat simply that they might seethe "pic- 
ture" in tho bottom of tho plato, and 
they actually began to mend from that 
day.—Washington Star.

Fjriug Bi£ Guns. 


"The man who has never been in close 


proximity to a 100 ton gun when it is 
fired can havo littlo conception of the 
noise and vibration," said Lieutenant 
John W. Leigh, a retired naval officer. 
"Partly by courtesy and partly by 
chance I was on tho Thunderer at the 
siege of Alexandria some years ago. 
Two sots of advice were given me as to 
how to act when the big guns were fired. 
Old experienced seamen can stand the 
s'lock by raising on their toes the mo- 
ment tho word is given to fire. The ma- 
jority of people, however, find it neces- 
sary in order to preserve their ear drums 
from perforation to lia down. rasHne 
most of tho weight on their hands and 
toes. Even with this precaution the sen- 
sation is most unpleasant until one gets 
used to it Even with the comparative- 
ly small guns in general use in our navy 
tho concussion on board a ship when a 
shot is fired is very annoying, but the 
enormous guas used so generally in Eu- 
ropean uavios are a source of terrible 
danger to tho crew as well as tho 
enemy, and I doubt if they could possi- 
bly be used in a hand to hand encoun- 
ter, useful as they arc for destroying 
distant ports.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.
